On August 14, 1957, T-1, iflth isrtiom insufficient 
contact has been had to detemolne his reliability, advised 
that he had personal icnowledgc tixat from about Aprils 1940 
to about June, 1941, Jonas DalnamUcas collaborated ulth the 
Soviet forces that occupied Uthuanla during that period 
and furnished records of the Lithuanian Security Police to the 
Soviet Hatl<»nal Cotani snariat of internal Affairs (NtCVD) at the 
aaoe tiae* T-l stated that one ICaays Matulls was Chief of 
Security Police 5ln the Kaunas district of Idthuania and that 
Jonas Dalnauskas ms assistant to Matulls until early 1940. 

T-1 said that he believed itotulls currently resides in 
Canada (exact location unknown) and that htatulls sliould be able 
to verify that Dalnmskas turned over the Kaunas district 
Security Police records to the ICCVD in 1940. 

T«>1 was recontacted on January 24, lS?t>3 and Febnj»ry 
19 # 1953 , in an effort to ascertain the current resident 
address of Sasys natulls. Cn both occasion, T«»l stated he had 
been unable to ascertain Matulls’ current addreos. 

On February 19# 1953^ Jonas Dudrys, Lithuanian 
Consul General, 4l West 82nd Street, Mctr York City, flev York, 
advised that he is personally acquainted with Kazys Matulls 
and believes Matulls now resides In Australia, exact address 
unknown. 



I3udrys further InfoiYsed that he (13sd|^) mob Idrector 
of Security In Lithuania In 19^/" « fie stated that In this 
capacity as dlrt^ctor, he hired Jonas Dalnauskas, vdio was then a 
xanlveraity student, as a "technician" on the Litliuanlan 
Security Police Force and Dainauftkaa was etsslgned the task 
of stui^lng various organizations under investigation. 

He said that Dalnauskas would analyze the functions of the 
leaders in a glvten organization and then draw up on organizational 
chax*t which would be used by the Security 
in their investigations. Dudrys stated 
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he i>c;;arded Dalnauskad at* an intelilt-ent, BatlBfaetor^' 
einployeo, Accor»,1la:: to Dainauakao/ while so employed

Uudrys left JLilthuanla In I92d to toico a Consulate 
post in Gerwany and euhsequcntly left Germani^ to becooe 
Lithuanian Connul In New York City, dudrys iias nadi no 
porsonal contact vrlth the subject since 1923, 

Budrys infoi’med, however, that In 19 i> 0 ,wld.le 
serving In hie present capacity as IJLthuanlan Consul General 
In N.w Yort^ Clty^ he received a letter from Dainaust':ao* 
wife, vrfxo was then residing In aaaha, Netraaka. In the letter 
Ht 8» Dalnauokas indicated tliat aiie had not seen her husband, 

Jonas Dalnauakas, since prior to iSMj but had recently received a 
letter from her husband. She vianted nudi^^s* advice as to whether 
or not she would Jeopardize her husband’s safety If ahe wrote 
to him in Poland, l^udrya salci ne believed tiiat vU's, 

did write her husband andhas sinco inalntalned 
contact with her husband via raail, 

Budrys stated tiiat he iieard nothlnc^ fui'tixer concemlng 
Jonas Dalnauslcas until recent nsonths when he received word 
from Dr. S, Dackls, Lithuanian iUnlstcr In Paidc, Franoe> that 
Jonas Dslnauskas had contacted Dr, Backls in Paris, According to 
Budrys. Jonas llainauskas told Di*, Backls that In the fall 
of 1944 , he was surrounded by the Govlet army In Pasnan, Poland; 
that on Pebruar:^ 16, 1945> he was placed in a :sovlet 
concentration casu in Poland foi" deportation to Hussla; and that 
on December 2 , 1^5, he cGcaped from the concentration camp 
where he had been confined and tiien obtained wortc in the 
agricultural dopartroent b^ fabricating a that iie was a 

Vlejincar Polo and that Ills name v/au Jan Dalnowckl, 

Ludivc stated tiiat he did not know tlie details as 
to how Jonae DolnauskBis iiappencii to be In paznan, Poland In 
1944 , but vaguely recalled tiiat ho had heard Dalnauokaa was 
affiliated ifith tiie aviation auxiliary of the Goman Arroed 
Forces. 



Also, Dudivo Bi>atcd iie was unable to furnish any 
details as to the circiiMstances or manner in which Dainauskas ^ 
emigrated frc^. Poland to Paric. 
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HOTOVer, JJudrys ctate^i tliat J)r, ijBCjac, U\e

Budrys said that to the beet of liio knowledge, tlie invostlGation 
Cionductod by Dr* Backls developed no doro^;atory infonnation 
concemlnc Jonas DBLinouskao* 

Dudrys inforiDou that t’tve only otitex' 

lnfomd;ion he had received concerning; Jona^ Dainauskas was 
obtained in a letter he had received in recent nionttis 
from Jonas Talalas, 713T c^uth Ashland Avenue, Clilcat^o 3C, 
Illinois* According to Budryc, Talalas stated in the letter 
that lie had hoaxd that Jonac r^nouskas waa oooldLng entry 
to the united states and that information had corio to his 
(nalalaa*) attention which wuld indicate that Jonas 
Dai nan akas is sympathetic to Gonrsunlsm* 

Z^idrys related that Xalalae foxmerXy tias a District 
Attorney in Idthuania* ue said, however, that It ic Ills 
Inpreoidon that Taialas/ancllned to suspect taost Lithuanian 
rafugeos of being Conminiat or being sycipathetic to 
Cootaunlsm* For this reason, Budrys said, any statesaent made 
by Daialas would have to bo discounted sooei^t, unless 
substantiated by fact or other sources. 

3udrys advised that l^^a* Jonaa DaijiauskaB now 
x^esidcB in Chicago and that additional background information 
on Jonas Dalnauskas may be available throu^ the Lltluianian 
Consul in Chicago, who has his orricea at CX47 South 
Artesian, Chicago 29, Illinois*
